SOMEWHERE IN NEW GUINEA 
—It is not unusual now to hear an 
American soldier announce that he 
intends to remain or return to New 
Guinea after the war and enter the 
mining, plantation or trading bus­ 
iness. 
This is in strange contrast to a 
few months ago when the Yanks 
seeking out the Japanese slogged 
through knee-deep mud 
or hud­ 
dled in a watery silt trench. Then 
they wanted to bid farewell for­ 
ev er — the sooner the better — to 
what they unanimously called ‘‘the 
land God forgot." 
War correspondents In the same 
frame of mind dev oted thousands 
of words in condemning the mud, 
swamps and insects. 
Howev er, during the current lull 
In operations soldiers and corre­ 
spondents hav e had an opportunity 
to v isit out-of-the-way spots and 
see the beautiful side of old New 
Guinea. 
'Nearest to MShangri-!a’ 
I reached this 72-acre 
island 
paradise by sailing by lugger. Here 
there is comfort and — at pres­ 
ent—peace in the midst of a bitter 
war. Master of this closest thing 
I'v e found to James Hilton's "Shan­ 
gri-la” is Cambridge graduate Cecil 
Abel, who was born on this island 
where, 53 years ago, his father es­ 
tablished a mission headq uarters 
and made cricket instead of head­ 
hunting the principal recreation 
of the nativ es: 
Abel has a sprawling, cool home 
on a hilltop with all the conv eni­ 
ences of a city mansion. He has his 
own cattle, sheep, pigs and goats 
and grows an abundance of fruits, 
v egetables. 
Intelligent 
nativ es, 
speaking English with a British ac­ 
cent, take care of your slightest 
need and prepare and serv e tasty 
dishes on linen-cov ered tables with 
old English china and sterling sil­ 
v er tableware. 
Abel’s home, while not elaborate, 
has electric lights, a telephone and 
soft beds—and the greatest luxury 
of all for this 
country—modem 
plumbing including a hot shower 
and a flush toilet. 
Self-Contained Mission 
Before the war, this interdenom­ 
inational 
mission — with 
many 
American supporters—had a large 
staff of Europeans, including a 
doctor, 
agriculturist, 
engineers, 
nurses, a stone mason, boot cob­ 
bler and a printer. The mission op­ 
erated 21 posts and out-stations 
at plantations along the eastern 
coast of Papua and had extensiv e 
holdings of coconut 
and 
rubber 
trees. 
The mission has Its own modem 
sawmill and farm. Sawmill work­ 
ers are predominantly commuters*, 
howev er, Instead 
of 
trav eling to 
work on busses, trains and street 
can, the Papuans, who usually liv e 
in v illages on the larger islands a 
few miles away, paddle their out­ 
rigger canoes to sea, 
freq uently 
battling rough seas. 
Last month, the nativ es of this 
area purchased from their meager 
incomes nearly $1,000 in Australian 
gov ernment 
bonds. Most of the 
contributions were small, of course, 
but almost ev eryone participated. 
One withered old nativ e woman— 
a mat weav er—gav e all the money 
she .possessed, $7, which she had 
sav ed from prewar needle work. 
The nativ es hav e a ready market 
in AUtod troops for curios, 
but 
v \c s% of them are too busy to weav e 
mats, baskets or turn 
out 
grass 
skirts. 
Yanks Collect Butterflies 
Abel’s pet project is the construc­ 
tion of a stone church as a memo­ 
rial to his father. The shell is now 
completed after sev eral years work 
of cutting each stone by hand. 
On the Papuan mainland I also 
paused off the beaten path at 
clean, well-eq uipped 
gov ernment 
stations. Usually there is a v illage 
nearby where the nativ es gather at 
night to sing and dance. 
There are 
many oddities 
here 
for the American troops. 
For in­ 
stance, there is a luminous mush­ 
room which giv es off a bright green 
ray for as long as 24 hours after 
being picked. There are butterflies 
and moths with a wingspread of as 
much as 15 inches w hicj^^g sol­ 
diers are co ' 


Some sets hav e been sold for as 
much as $20. 
It’s a strange — but familiar— 
sight to see a soldier carrying a 
butterfly net, but this profitable 
spare-time 
hobby 
is 
becoming 
more popular daily. Ev en the moon, 
which brings nuisance raids and 
robs troops of sleep, is being de­ 
scribed by the soldiers as the big­ 
gest and brightest they hav e ev er 
seen. During a recent raid, I saw 
sev eral Americans whose blackjack 
game had been stopped by a “lights 
out” order mov e their table outside 
where the game was continued.
